Some American. firms 
have sent reprentatives to Saigon 
with the object of investigatidg 
things. The conditions of sale 
and contract in Saigon are a little 
different from those ruling in 
Hongkong. A great deal of the 
business depends upon whether 
Saigon will meet buyers on terms 
which they have been accustom- 
ed to. Generally, all over the 
world everything is being done 
to meet buyers’ demands, and it 
seems reasonable that they will 
not meet them entirely but meet 
them partially. I prefer to do 
business. with Hongkong, The 
firms thet are e tablished here 
are “undoubtedly reliable people 
to. deal. with, and great con- 
sideration should.be given to that 
bat naturally people all over the 
world want to buy where they 
can get cheapest, While they are 
willing to acknowledge a certain 
amount for services, price must 
Temain a very important factor. 
Rice is not only speculative, but 
itis handled on a close margin. 
Itis absolutely. essential, there- 
fore, to buy from the cheaper 
source of supply. It would be 
different in the case of acom- 
modity that yields big profite. So 
far as this year is concerned, I do 
not think” the change will be 
erucial. The next year will give 
us a better idea of how business 
is going to be effected...

REAL PROPERTY. 


The Land Acquisition Com- 
mittee, of which Mr. Laslie Scott, 
MLP., is the chairman, has issued 
its fourth report. The Committee 
was appointed by Mr. Lloyd 
‘George in July, 1917. The present 
‘report dea!s with the position of 
land transfer in England and 
Wales,.and advises what action 
should be taken to facil‘tate and 
cheapen the transfer of land. 

The transfer of - unregistered 
land stillremains a highly techical 
‘process, aud the Committee sug- 
gest that statutory, period for in- 
should’ be 
reduced from 40 to 30 years; that 


| the necessity for “words of liniit- 


ation" in conyeyances of the fee 
simple should be abolished. and 
thatvthere should be sub tituted 
an endorsed receipt under seal for 
adeed .of reconveyance of :a 
mortgage. Procedure  shoald 
be established for obtaining the 
modification or. extinguish- 
Hment. of. obsolete . restrictive 
covenants. and- also the 
portionment, and redemption of 
chief remte and other perpetual 
rent charges which cannot at 
present be apportioned or re- 
deamed. It is stated that if a 
more perfect system of land 
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of'all kinds, especially for ship- 
building and engineering works. 
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iinformed quarters 


transfer iste be achieved a far 
mote drastic reform than that 
eontained in these recommend- 
ations will have to be effected. 
The main defeets in the existing 
system of comrerancing do not 
Hein the practice of conveyan- 
cing, but in the géneral law of 
real property. 

The growth ofthe law of real 
property in. England and Wales 
is described by Mr. Arthur Un- 
derhill, the senior conveyancing 
counsel of the Court.in the first 
appendix to the report.. The 
‘present.chaotic state of the law 
is due mainly to the fact that 
“are threé collateral 
systems of holding land—‘“the 
patchedup and incongruous free- 
hold system, the still more out-of- 
date copyho!d system, and the 
more modern leasehold system” 
—and ta the complexities arising 
from the fact that freeholds, 
copyholds, and, leasehoids’ each 
devolve in a different manner on 
intestacy, and may each be the 
subject of concurrent ownership, 
known as tenacy in common. . 

The remedy proposed by Mr. 
Underhill, stated shortly, is to 
abolish all the complexities and 
incidents of the freehold and capy- 
hold systems, and to enact in 
effect that henceforth all land 
now held as freehold or copyhold 
shall have the sameincidents as 
if it were leasehold, to free pur- 
chasers from the onus of inves- 


}| tigating trusts and to provide a 


remedy for the complication 
caused by tenancies in common. 
The Committee agree that no 
great improvement in the existing 
system of transfer ofland,whether 
registered or unregistered, can 
b2 effected until the law: of real 
property has been radically 
simplified, and that Mr. Under- 
hill's propo als offer the best 
remedy to effect the required 
simplification with as little dis- 
turbance as possible. . 

A Law of Property Bill was 
accordingly drafted by Mr. B. L. 
Charry, one of the conveyancing 
counsel of the Court, on the lines 
of Mr. Underhill’s proposals and 
in accordance with recommend- 
ations made by the Committee.

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BRITAIN'’S NAVAL POLICY. 


“A few days azo one of Reuter's telegrams informed us thatin 
view of the development in naval gunnery no fewer than eight. of 
Britain's large Dreadnoughts were scon to be sold out of the service, 
ard the telegram further went on to state that naval guns of the 
future would develop to proportions that a few years ago would have 
been viewed with something like awe. The object of our present 
reference is not to draw attention to this particular item of naval 
development, but to point out that although the trend of international 
politics is towards better understanding and a consequent Jimitation 
of armaments it is just as ‘imperative to-day for the British Empire 
to maintain its sea supremacy as it was in days before and during 

" the great war. It may-seem a little paradoxical to be talking one 
minute of a League of Nations and inthe next to be planning and 
spending for a naval strength that will be unassailable, but until the 
day has actually come when all nationa freely and | solemnly 
subscribe to the principle of settlement by arbitration Britein is 
forced to take an adequate precaution for her own defence, 

If one looks around at al! the principal nations one sees that 
there isevery bit as much rivalry in naval development as ever 
there was. Japan andthe United States have not.cuttailed their 
programmes in one particular, in. fest the dast budget of the firsi- 
named country made such an extensive: Provision fornaval purposes 
that considerable comment was excited in the western world. The 
great land war that was foreshadowed for so many years has come 
and gone and, whilst it must be th | 
naval war will never see birth, it has to be admitted that if a clash 
of naval strength did occur it would be on a scale that would dwarf 
all previously known naval history. It is in no sense because of 
expectation that Britain's naval strength must be maintained: itis 
only because in the sad event of necessity her first line of defence 
would be adequate to afford the Protection needed. The Naval Estim- 
ates were recently before the Imperial Parliament and thera wag a 
good deal of public speculation rife as to the composition of the future 
Nevy.
